The value of cover crops jh 
the foothills and some adjacent 
area ; became an accepted pract 
ice seine years ago. It was ti ed 
first in the Chuesholm district 
as a wind erosion control 
measure. Since then some add¬ 
ed advantages have been dis 
covered. It has been found that 
the trash which helped te¬ 
ch eck wind erosion also henl 
the snow and slowed up run-oft 
water, thereby checking water 
erosion. Probably the greatest 
advantage grew out of the 
value c;f the feed produced. 
Ranchers began to buy the 
crops to use as fall pasture and 
obtained good results. Steers 
made better than 2 pounds gain 
per day and took on a line 
gloom. Many stockmen consid¬ 
er the crop worth $3.00 per acre 

The Lethbridge Experimen¬ 
tal Station made a study to de¬ 
termine what effect the covt r 
crop would have on the viuld of 
next year's crop. They conclude ’ 
that the yield of the next crop 
was seldom reduced in the wet¬ 
ter areas of the province but 
usually was reduced in the drier 
localities. A cover crop will 
dry the soil to about 18 inches. 
This is not serious if the moist 
lire reserves are abundant or 
if the rains in late fall or ear¬ 
ly spring restore the m csture. 

Cover crops should be planted
